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neither hath-meaſure in hopes, 
rior meanin fears: hopingthe beſt: 
vppon the leaſt ſurmiſes, and fea- 
ring the worlt vppon the weakeſt 
groundes:. And yer both fearing 
and hoping at one time, neither 
feare withholdeth hope tromthe 
bigheſtartemptes, nor hope can 
ſtrengthen feare againſt the ſmal- 
leſtſuſpitions:but maugreal fears, 
loues hopes will mount to the 
highelt pitch, & maugreal hopes, 
loues feares will ſtoupe to the 
loweſt downcome. Tobid thee 
therefore hope, is not to forbid' 
thee.to feare, and though it maic 
befor the beſt, that thy Lordis ta- 
ken from thee, yer, fith it may alſo 
be for the worſt, that will neuer 
content thee.

Thy Lord to thy loue is lyke 
drinke to the thirſtic,which if they 
canot haue,they die tor drouth, & 
beeing long without it, they pine 
away with longing . Andas men 
in extremitie of thirſt are ſtill drea- 
ming of fountaines, brookes, and 
ſprings, being ncuerable to haue 
other thought, or to vtter other 
word but of drinke and moiſture: 
ſo louers in the vehemencie of 
their paſſion, can neitherthinke 
nor ſpeak but of that they loue, & 
ifthatbe once miſſing , euery part 
is both aneic ro watche, andan 
care toliſten, whathope or newes 
may be had of it. If it be good they 
die till they heare it, though bad, 
yet they cannot line withourit.Of 
the good they hope that itis the 
verie beſt,and of the euill they fear 
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Thou canſt not better him if he be

it tobe the worſt, and yetthough 


neuer ſo good they pine till it bee 
rold, andbe irneuerſocuill, they 


are importunate to know it. And 


when they once know it, they can 
neither ood toye, nor brooke 
the ſorrow3but as well the one as 
the other is enough to kill them. 

And this O Maryl gheſle tobe 
the cauſe why the Angels woulde 
nottell thec thy Lords eſtate, For 
if it hadbecneto thy liking, thou 
wouldſt haue died tor ioy,if other 
wiſe thou wouldeſt haue ſunke 
downe forſorrow . And therfore 
they leaue this neves for him to 
deliuer,whoſe word if it giue thee 
a wound, isalſoafſalueto cure it, 
though neuer ſo deadlie. 


But alas afflicted ſoule, whyc 


doth itſo'deeply greeue thee, that 


thou knoweſt not where he -is* 


well,

wel, thou canit as little ſuccor him 
ifhe be ill : and ſithe thou feareſt 
that he is rather il then well, why 
wouldeſt thou know 1t, ſo roende 
thy hopes in miſhappe, andthy 
great feares in farre greater ſor- 
rowes! Alas to aske thee why,is in 
a manner to aske one halfe ſtarued 
why heis hungry:For as thy Lord 
is the foode of thy thoughtes, the 
reliefe of thy wiſhes, the onlie re- 
paſt ofall thy defires:ſo.is thy loue 
a continuall hunger, and his-ab*+ 
ſence vnto thee an extreame fa» 
mine.

ſery of his paſſion, hauclaide him 
ſolowecin thy conceit, thatthou 
thinkeſt Paradiſe too: higha place 
to be likelie to haue him : the very 
loweſt roome thatany reaſon can 
aſhgne him, cannot bce meaner 
then the boſome of _1braharn : 
and ith God in his life did ſo of- 
ten acknowledge him for his ſon, 
it ſeemeth the ſlendreſt prehemi- 
nence,that he can giue him aboue 
other men,that being his holy oe, 
he (hould not in his body ſee corruption, 


butbe free among'the dead,repo- 
{ing both in bodie & ſoule, where

not therefore the place where hee. 


is trouble thee, ith it cannot be 
worſe then his graue, and infinite 
conicures make probabilitie , 
that it cannot be better.

But howe 
can praterſoften ſuch flint hearts? 
and if they ſcorned fo manie tears 
offered for his lifc , as little will 
they regard thy intreatie for his 
corſe. 
Tf neither price nor praier would 
preuaile,thou wouldeſt attempt ir 
by force. Butalas filly ſouldier thy 
arms are to weake to manage wea- 
pons , andthe iſſue of thy afſauir, 
| would be the loſle of thy ſelfe. 

If no other waie would helpe, 
thou wouldeſt purloine. him by 
ſtealth,and thinke thy ſelfe happie 
in contriving fuch a theft. O Mary: 
thou art deccjued, formalice will

Thirdly, it thy Lord mightbee 
recouered by violence,artthon ſo 
armed in complete loue,that thou 
thinkeſt it ſufficient harneſſe 2 or 
doth thy loue indue thee with 
ſach a 1adithesſpirite, or lend thee 
ſuche Sampſonslockes, that thou 
canſt breake open huge gates , or 
toyle whole armies? Is thy loue {0 
ſure a ſhield , that no blowe can 
breake it, or ſo ſharpa dint,thatno 
-| force can withſtand it? Canit _ 
| | ter

alter ſexe, change nature, and cx- 
ceedeall Arte: 
But ofal other courſes would(t 
thou aduenture a theft to-obtaine 
thy deſire? A good deede muſt be 
wcll done, anda worke of mercie 
without breach of iuſtice. It were 
a finne to ſteale a prophane trea- 
ſure , but to ſteale an annointed 
prophet can be noleſle thena ſa- 
criledge. And what greater ſtain to 
thy Lord, to his dodtine, and to 
thy ſelfe, then to ſee thee his Diſ- 
ciple, publikely executed foran 0- 
pen theft? 
O Mary vnleſſe thy loue haue 


better warrant then comon ſence, 
I can hardly ſee how ſuch defigne- 
mentes can be approued. 

 Approued (faith ſhe) I wruld 
to God the execution were as ca- 
fie as theproofe,& I ſhould notſo 
long bewaile my vnfortunat lofle.

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* Toothersit ſeemerh ill to pre- 
ferre loue before riches, bur to 
loueit ſeemeth worſe to preferre 
any thing before it ſelfe .

Thus Mares trauelling phanfies, 
making longe voiages in this ſhort 
torney,and waucring betweene the 
ioy ofher viſion , and the greefe of 
her denial, entertained her in the 
way; and held hirparlie with ſuche 
diſcourſes , 2s are incident into 
minds,tnwhich,neither hope is ful 
maiſter of ——_ nor fearc hath
